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Somewhere in Formosa, at a bote known 
conveniently as Classroom A, United Stales 
Saber Jet pilots were flying their planes. Here 
a modern Nationalist air base was being used 
as a center for exercises by the Twenty-fifth 
Interceptor Squadron of the Fifty-first fighter 
wing. Fifth United States Air Force. This was 
part of a rotation program under which indiv- 
idual squadrons of F-86 D all weather inter- 
ceptors spent a certain amount of time in- Form- 
osa. 

Aircraft with swept-back wings and checker- 
board insignia on their tails would zoom off 
the runways at Classroom A several times daily. 
The pilots would fly along the Fermoso coast 
ond over the stroit to work out tactical exer- 
cises and to study the area. Near the Admin- 
istration building, o young officer with the in- 
signia of motor was conducting a group of 
special visitors from the United States. 

"What is your opinion. Major Miller," asked 
the Honorable Peter J. Rylance, "of the ex- 
perimental Xv-1 convertiplane which has flown 
more than 180 miles an hour, using pusher- 
propeller* for forward flight?" 

"We ore continually experimenting with diff- 
erent types of planes," replied Major Frank 
Miller. "For different occasions as welt as for a 
variety of situations, special planes are needed. 
Top tp— d for helicopters has been 156 miles 
an bow. Tbis specific plane that you have just 
mentioned was developed for the Army. This 
plene- has combined the vertical flight cbaract- 
«mne« of helicopter with some of the speed 
end range of a conventional fixed-wing plane. 
Whon the 180 mile an hour flight was made, 
fht plane's doors were. off, its under carriage 
and rotor pylon were not streamlined and full 
engine power was not used. More tests will be 
conducted. This plane has an overhead rotor 
similar to those on standard helicopters and a 
pusher-type propeller and wings for forward 
flight. The minimum accomplishment possibilit- 
ies of such, a plane start with the present ach- 
ievements of the helicopter. You ail know how 
a helicopter can rise straight up and land on 



a small area. For rescue work at sea the heft- 
copter is well suited. During our fighting in 
Korea we used the helicopter to transfer wound- 
ed troops to safety points behind our lines. 
In addition we were able to transfer troops from 
one point to another with helicopters, it seems 
to me that the XV-1 convertiplane will be a 
very good troop carrier over terrain from which 
ordinary carrier planes can't be used. The add- 
ed speed is a safety factor in regord to attack 
by enemy planes." 

The group turned around for a minute to 
watch some Sabre jets fly in perfect formation. 
There was the feeling among the visiting group 
that America was ably prepared and well cap- 
able of handling nerself ,in case of a sudden 
attack by the enemy. 

The Honorable Joseph Donovan, who was 
accompanied by his wife, looked of Major 
Miller keenly. There was something he wanted 
to ask and he wondered whether or not it 
would be out of place. Finally he decided to 
express his thoughts. 

"Just one question I would like to ask, 
major," he began. "Something has been both- 
ering me. We are doing our best tt> be up-to- 
date in our airplanes. But how about the human 
element. In the future there is a great pos- 
sibility that most of the operations will be of 
the push-button type. How are we prepared 
so that when the unexpected critical emer- 
gency happens, human intelligence is ready 
and capable of meeting the situation?" 

Every eye immediately turned towards the 
man who had asked that very important .quest- 
ion. Then they shifted to the young major who 
evidently was doing his best to give an answer. 

"In training our young men," replied Major 
MtMer, "we do o,ur best to anticipate situations 
that might arise and how to best meet them. 
If a plane is flying over water we can well 
figure out that the pilot might have to bail out. 
Therefore we have devised a rubber raft that 
will enable him to survive. In a large bomber 
we know that the men handling the machine 
guns can be hit by en«my fire. So we have 



dcvesad pratoetw* armor for these gunners. Ir 
is the business of intelligent people to figure 
out what may happen and how to take care of 
the situation. But sometimes you get the vn- 
expected. And you want me to give you an 
illustration?" 

"Correct," snapped back the Honorable 
Joseph Donovan. "I wont that unexpected 
situation. And one from personal knowledge so 
that it coeld be verified if necessary." 

Ma}or Miller took a deep breath. There was 
a story he would tell them to illustrate the point. 

"We are a great people because we are cap- 
able of meeting the unexpected," he began. 
"We don't lose our heads. Back in the days of 
the pioneers who crossed the country, there 
were a lot of situations to be met. A wagon 
train hod to cross a deep river. But how? Some- 
body got an idea in a hvrry to make the wagons 
water-tight. So that did the trick. Or another 
man figured out that you can attach logs to the 
wagons and float them across. That too did 
the trick. And a third man figured out how to 
use a rope to make a sort of a rope ferry. 
Now let me jump ahead to the Korean War. 
A lot of things happened. Unexpected and the 
difference between life and death, the diff- 
erence between success and failure. 

On a Thursday morning a message came vio 
radio code to a base in Japan. Pilot replace- 
ments were needed in a hurry. Also certain 
vital new explosives. We hod those big trans- 
port planes. One was called lucky Lady. Six- 
teen pilots crowded into that big transport. 
And she was also loaded with those explosives. 
Measures were taken to meet certain emergen- 
cies that could arise. In case of fire, the latest 
fire fighting equipment was also carried. Then 
there was the problem of possible attack by 
red planes. So a fighter escort went along. 

When the planes neared the Korean coast, 
about a dozen red planes started in on the 
attack. Our fighter planes shot four of them out 
of the sky and damaged two. The rest just 
turned around and ran for home base. Then the 
unexpected happened. The sky got dark. We 
were in for a big storm. But in an hour's flying 
time we could reach our destination safety. And 
we were fortunate for we did reach the flying 
field where we were to lard, later we learned 
that obout seventy red planes hod gone out in 
search of us and were lost when the sky got 
'dark. So that was o lucky break. 

Th* Lucky lady was to land last. The piles 



end his co-pilot were experienced men Tfot* 
plone was equipped with retractable lending 
gear. But something jammed! The landing geo* 
wouldn't work. How could you land? 

You could land the pilots by giving them the 
order to hit the silk. Normally you could land 
the plane by making a pancake landing even 
though the landing gear was stuck. But in this 
case you had the problem of the needed high 
explosives. You might fly back over the seo and 
ditch the explosives. But they were needed. To 
try a pancake landing with that stuff would 
result in a terrjfic'explosion. One of the young 
passenger pilots spoke." 

"I was good on the high bars back in school 
Give me a wrench. Tie a safety belt around me 
Then open up and let me get to work on the* 
gear. Try flying at about 1,000 feet altitude. 

"There was enough gas in the tanks for three 
hours more. So that gave them enough- time to 
let this young fellow turn upside down outside 
the plane and get to work. 

He dropped the wrench, and somewhere in 
Korea it is buried in the ground. With his hands 
he banged at the bars. He. even did a somer- 
sault and used his feet. His right hand become 
caught in part of the mechanism, later he hac 
to have it stiched. But when he pulled his hanc 
out he freed the mechanism. 

He signalled that the plane could land. But 
another unexpected situation arose.
